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MONEY CLIP 
BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
[0001] This invention relates to a money clip which includes a 
concealed magnifying glass that may be manually pivoted outwardly of the 
money clip for temporary use while the money clip continues to hold a folded wad 
of paper money. 

[0002] Conventional money clips generally comprise either a pair of 
resilient arms between which a wad of paper money may be resiliency held or a 
base upon which a springy leg is connected for clamping a wad of paper money 
between the base and the leg. Another form of a money clip comprises a simple 
resilient or elastic band which is used to resiliency hold a batch of paper money 

that may be folded. 

[0003] The money clip, with the paper money bills or notes, may 
conventionally be used in restaurants or in other locations where the user must 
read an invoice or bill that is printed in relatively small type. Moreover, the 
environment of a typical restaurant may involve insufficient lighting to enable the 
user to clearly read the invoice or bill. Hence, it is desirable to have on hand a 
magnifying glass so that the user of the money clip may easily read the small 
print and, simultaneously, have available the cash to promptly pay the bill. 

[0004] Normally, it is inconvenient to carry a separate magnifying 
glass. Moreover, overtly taking out and using a separate magnifying glass 
generally would tend to direct attention to the person paying the bill in a manner 
which is undesirable. Hence, it is desirable to provide a handy magnifying glass 
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coupled with the immediate availability of the cash needed to pay a bill under 
circumstances where the bill is difficult to read whether because of insufficient 

light or insufficient type size. 

[0005] Hence, this invention is concerned with providing a money clip 
which normally holds a folded wad or batch of paper money notes or bills and 
simultaneously holds a concealed magnifying glass .ha. can be easily positioned 
to, use and .hen immediately concealed again within the money clip. Thus, use 
o, fhe otherwise concealed magnifying glass would draw little attention to .he 
user and can conveniently provide the magnification when needed by the user. 
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SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION 
[0006] This invention contemplates providing a money dip which is 
formed o. a generally flat housing having a space wilhin which a magnifying 
glass may be concealed. An elastic band connected to the housing is used to 
resiliently hold cash, in the form of paper hills or notes, on the dip. Thus, the dip 
has both .he cash in a convenient form for immediate disbursement and, 
simultaneously, provides a magnifying glass for immediate and temporary use in 
reading a bill or invoice which otherwise is difficult to read because of poor 
eyesight of the user or .he small size of .he print or insufficient lighting in .he 
location where the bill is presented to the user of the money clip. 

[0007] An object of .hie invention is to provide a simplified, flat money 
clip having an elastic-type band for holding a wad of paper money bills, and 
having a cavity within which a email magnifying glass may be concealed. The 
magnifying glaes is pivotally connected to the housing which enables the user to 
swing the magnifying glass out of, and into a use position adjacent the dip, for 
unification o, the object to be scrutinized by the user and, then conveniently 
and swiftly swung back into the housing for concealment and storage. 

[0008] A further object of this invention is to provide an inexpensive, 
simplified construction, money dip within which a magnifying glass is normally 
ooncealed for immediate use by swinging the magnifying glass outwardly and 
then back inwardly of the housing, while avoiding disturbing the money held by 
the dip during the time of use of the magnifying glass. 
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[0009] Ye. a further obiec. o. this invention is to form a convenient way 
for carrying a wad o, paper money and simuitaneousty a smal, magnifying giass 
adj acent fhe money so fha, fhe magnifying giass may be convenient exposed 
for .emporary use and .hen refurned info a concealed sforage adiacen, fhe 

money when not in use. 

,0010] These and other obiecfs and advantages of this invention will 
Pecome apparent upon reading the .Cowing descnption o, which the attached 
drawings form a part. 
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DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS 
[0011] Fig. 1 is a perspective view showing the money clip holding a 

folded wad of paper money. 

[00121 Fig. 2 illustrates, in perspective, the magnifying glass 
temporarily exposed for reading a single paper money bill. Similarly, the bil, 
being scrutinized can, for example, be a restaurant bill, which gives a printed 
amount and a summary of .he food purchased, or any other similar type of paper 

that should be read by the user. 

[0013] Fig. 3 is a top plan view of the money clip with the magnifying 
g ,ass shown in its pivoted position accent the housing and illustrating in dotted 
tines the magnifying glass being swung back into the housing for storage. 

[0014] Fig. 4 is a plan view of the upper face of the money clip. 

[0015] Fig. 5 is a partially perspective view of the rear or lower face of 

the money clip housing and band. 

[0016] Fig. 6 is an enlarged side view of the money clip with the 
magnifying glass stored within the cavity or space between the upper and lower 

plates that form the housing. 

[00171 Fig. 7 is a disassembled view, in perspective, showing the three 
major pans which form the money clip, but with the lower plate on top. the 
magnifying glass in the center and the upper plate shown upside down beneath 

the magnifying glass. 

[0018] Fig. 8 is a perspective view of .he money clip with the 

magnifying glass pivoted outwardly of the opening in the housing. 
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[0019] Fig. 9 is a bottom view of the lower plate of the housing 
il.ustrating a modification in which the .oops through which the band is passed, 
are struck out of the lower surface of the lower plate. 

[0020] Fig. 10 illustrates a modification wherein wire-type loops are 
secured to the lower face of the lower plate for receiving and holding the elastic 
band. 

[0021] Fig. 11 illustrates a modification wherein the two plates that 
form the housing are arranged to pivot apart and the magnifying glass is 
arranged to pivot into a location between the plates. The view illustrates in 
perspective view the plates pivoted apart and the magnifying glass partially 
pivoted into its use position. 
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DESCRIPTION 

[0022] Referring to the drawings, the preferred embodimen. comprises 
a money clip genera,,, designafed as 10, formed of a housing or enveiope 11 

housing. 

[0023, A magnifying glass 15 is pivofaffy connected fo .he housing and 
can be extended laterally outwardly o, the housing for reading, for example, a 

any other paper presented to the user of the money clip. 

[00241 The housing 1 1 , as illustrated in the upside-down disassembled 
perspective view of Fig. 7, comprises a lower plate 20 and an upper plate 21. A 

proiection 28 extending from a portion of its peripheral edge. 

.^o ir iQ formed with a conventional glass 
[0025] The magnifying glass 15 is formea wnu 

Portion which is surrounded by a frame 30. The frame includes a hinge 
proiection 31 that overlaps the hinge projection 28 o, the lower plate. 

[0026] Aligned pin openings 33 and 34 are formed in the housing hinge 
proiection 28 and the magnifying glass frame hinge proiection 31. A hinge pin 35 
ex ,ends through the pin openings for connecting fhe two hinge proiecfions 
together. Thus, .he magnifying glass may be swung or pivoted between the 
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upp e, p ,a,e ana, eons—, sepa-a.es fhe two P-s to form - eavtty 

between the plates to the exterior of the housing. 

[00271 ,n operation, the magnifying giass is normaily eonoeaied withtn 

hous ing lower plate. Alternatively, the hand may he split so as to have a patr o, 

simi ,ar to the way a wristwatoh hand is oonnected to a wristwatoh, hy loops or 
lugs termed on the housing (not shown,. U is preferred to form the hand as a 

length for holding the money against the housing. 

[0028 , The user, when oonfronted with .he need .0 magnify ,he print on 
an obi eC, suoh as a W or invoioe in a restaurant or the liKe, manualty pivots 
the making glass ou, o, its oavity in the housing so that the magnifying giass 
is now adiacent the housing. Henoe, hy manually holding the housing, with the 
mon ey oonneoted thereto, the magnifying glass oan he temporary used without

h ousing, forms a hand,e for holding .he magnifying giass in ifs use positron. 

[0029] F.9. 9 i«us.ra.es a modified form wherein .he loop or funnel 
thorough which the band is passed, may be formed by sfruck-out loops 41 on the

[0030] Alternatively, Fig. 10 illustrates a modified arrangement where, 

lower plate, such as by soldering or welding. 

[0031] Fig. 11 i—s a modified form in which fhe housing 50 has 

toge ,her by a conventional hinge S3. Thus, ,e lower pla.e and ,e upper plate 
may be separa,ed by pivoting them apah along a generally horizontally arranged 

axis. 

[0032] The magnifying glass 55 is connected to the lower plate by a 
hinge 56 so ,ha, if may be hingedly swung outwardly of the lower plate 51 lor use 
wh en the plates are swung apah. For returning the magnifying glass to „s 
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ro anner as described above in connection with the embodiment o, Rgs. 1-7.
